In a letter to S u p e r v i s o r 
Kenneth Hahn, the NTCiA (If-

as much as 35 per cept. Ass­ 
essment of new property also 
has increased in greater pro­ 
portion than property in 
the older-established residen­ 
tial areas, the letter declared.
